THE EARTHQUAKES IN JAPAN.

Fifty 
thousand houses have been destroyed.

officials themselv id such was’ theix 
ignorance, that Jearned though they 
were, they could not direct to any pur- 
pose. A thirteen hundred years old 
stereotyped system of edueation had 
had the same effect ou the men’s heads 
as binding had on the women’s feet. It 
dwarfed them, and rendered them largely 

I purposes, Till the 
gave way, the new lie 
sation had no chance. It is amongst 
the best of our good signs uow, that 
the one has been altered, and the other 
is being abaudoned. 

Still’ more remarkable than any of 
our changes themselves was the way 
in which they were brought about, 
It was not by design on the part of 
any authority, either native or foreign ; 
but rather, as with most similar move- 
ments, in spite of such anthorities, 
who, as their practice is, strove stren- 
uously to maintain the old order of 
things. In those days it was a political 
axiom, the truth of which few dreamed of 
controverting, that peace and prosperity 
everywhere depended on preserving i 
statu quo such systems of government, 
as flourished under the unspeakable 
‘Turk, the incorrigible Shah, and the 
luckless Son of Heaven. But to rehearse 
the well known story. In 1891 began 
those auti-foreizn ‘riots by which we 
were so much alarmed and puzdled at 
the same time. Some folks said they: 
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were the work of the people ; others, 
that Secret Societies were at the bottom 
of them ; others still, that the officials 
themselves were the active agents. The 
charitable believed that the government 
desired to put them down but was afraid, 
and couldu’t ; the knowing ones insisted 
that it could, but wouldn't; anyhow 
it didn’t, and foreigners in China had 
to depend on the naval and military 
forces of their various countries for 
protection, So little was the import of 
the situation appreciated by England, 
the Power most deeply interested, aud 
so little was her duty and destiny un- 
derstood by her, that, even after the 
worthlessness of the official profession: 
were demonstrated by the Ichang out- 
rage, she seemed ready to accept at face 
value a reiteration of the same; to 
shake hands and say no more about 
riots, in return for Chinese support in a 
Central Asian dispute, about a region 
than which nothing could be more 
worthless, save perhaps avy support 
which China could give in the matter. 
However, fresh outrages soon put an 
end to this idea, After a while it 
occurred to the protecting powers that, 
as the work was somewhat expensive, 
China ought to pay for it, so they helped 
themselves to certain revenues within 
their reach. Later on, they discovered 
that the situation could bg made much 
safer could any means be found for 
preventing the higher native authorities 
from constantly plotting — mischief. 
Cirenmstances had put into their hands 
lever, hy means of which they could 
squeeze out of Peking edicts to any 
effect they wished. Holding the centre 
of the Empire, and commanding the 
sea, they lial only to stop the North- 
going tribute and other supplies, to 
bring the pressure of starvation to bear 
upon it, ‘They thus contrived that the 
higher authorities were instructed to 
receive each a foreign colleague. Once 
begun, the system rapidly spread, till 
soon ‘there was no important office 
without its foreign advisor. ‘The Central 
government acquiesced, from necessity 
at first, but afterwards willingly, when 
it saw that benefit to itself and to the 
country was the result, ‘The idea 
was by no means a new one. 'The 
goverument department of the Customs 
revenue had been managed in this 
way for many years, and an extension 
of the same system to all depart- 
ments of the government was thus 
made easy. I'he Jiterati remained 
solemnly hostile, but the introduction 
of scientific subjects, foreign languages 
and history, etc., in addition to the 
native classics, at the provincial ex- 
aminations, has brought to the front a 
new and more promising order of stu- 
dents, from whom great things may be 
hoped. ‘fhe people generally, at first, 
took no interest in these matters, but 
soon, seeing the very substantial bene- 
fits which began to low in their diree- 
tion, from foreign enterprise and foreign 
capital being allowed full scope, they 
began to show their appreciation ; and 
now, after such an experience of in- 


























creased trade, abundance of work, higher

wages, better justice, and less vexatious 
taxation, there are few who would 
willingly return to the old system. 
‘Truly it may be said of nations as of 
men “there is a divinity that shapes 
our ends, rough hew them how we will.” 
Neither the original anti-foreign rioters, 
nor the Chinese or foreign governments 
intended this result. but it has come 
about, and we are thankful for it. 


‘THE RACES. 
4th Nov. 
Tuere are four main ways of enjoying 
the Race Holidays which come twice a 
year in Shanghai. Oue way is to go 
away from Shanghai altogether to Japan 
or Ningpo or up-country in houseboats. 
'Phis is'a very good way for those who 
can get away for a few days, who are 
not tied down by the fear of the inop- 
portune telegram, or by other duties 
which cannot be evaded or delegated. 
It so happens that the times of the 
spring aud autumn races have been so 
chosen that the country is then at its 
best, it is all dressed in’ its uew spring 
costume, or just putting on most 
charming autuun tiuts, aud the clear 
water is not too cold for the morning 
dip, and the before-dinuer swim when 
the holiday-maker returns from his long 
afternoon walk, Some people go up- 
country at race time to shoot ; but they 
are not holiday-makers, they are merely 
exchanging one form of labour for an- 
other. Of the people who stay in 
Shanghai, there are some who go to the 
Races. ‘These are the most worthy, and 
the greatest benefactors to their kind ; 
for if some people did not go to the 
Races, there would soon be uo races to 
go to, and all would lose their holidays. 
Of thoze who go to the Races, the 
ladies enjoy them most, for they see 
each other aud each other's dresses, 
and visitors from outports, and have 
great opportunities to talk of many 
things ou the lawn between the events. 
Whey put into dollar sweeps, aud they 
make bets which they are paid aud never 
pay, and now aud then they look at a 
race, but are never quite sure how many 
times the ponies go round to make a 
mile. ‘There are some ladies who know 
all about the ponies, and whose “ tips,” 
if they will impart them, are really 
valuable. ‘Theu there are the men who 
are interested in stables, and to whom 
racing is a serious busiuess ; but we are 
talking of holiday-makers. ‘he major- 
ity of the men go up because it is the 
right thing to do, aud they like to open 
adoor to Fortune in the pari mutuel 
or in the sweeps at the German teut ; 
their gregarious instincts are gratified 
by forming part of a crowd, aud there 
are other concomitants, solid and liquid, 
which need not be farther alluded to. 
It is perhaps to be hoped that in time 
some energetic person will provide some 
amusements between the races, for time 
does sometimes hang a little heavy with 
those who are not deeply interested in 
ponies, or have no ladies with whom to 














walk up and down the lawn. Another 
way to utilise the race holidays is to 
stay in one’s office and polish off back 
work. Nearly every one has back work 
to be polished off, or work which he has 
promised himself he will do some day 
when he :as time. Still, this is an 
abuse, not a legitimate use, of the race 
holidays: it is in such weather as 
we are now enjoying a reprehensible 
slighting of the bounty of the Clerk of the 
Weather, and a perversion of the leisure 
obtained by the labour of those who 
work at play. How long would there 
be two race meetings a year if every 
one were so selfish as to spend the time 
in his office polishing off back work ? 

A fourth set of holiday-makers are 
those who use their afternoons to take 
Jong walks about Shanghai. ‘They feel 
that it is wrong to stop in their offices 
and deprive their Chinese of the plea- 
sure of an outing, and they do not 
care for the races; in some even 
such a trace of Puritanism lingers 
that they think the race course is 
a stopping-place on the “ primrose 
path.” hey go for walks, Naturally 
they eschew the Bubbling Well road, 
which is given up on these occasions 
to the racing people and the Chinese 
hohday-makers, whose eatriages, if it is 
fine, go along at a trot in an almost 
continuous line to the Bubbling Well 
and back. But there are many other 
better walks round Shanghai. ‘There is 
the railway road, which is a charming 
stroll, after oue has got out of the North 
Honan Road, and past the Canton Gar- 
deu, and the adventurous can strike 
across country to the right and come out, 
on Broadway; or to the left, and make for 
the Stone Bridge, A still better walk is 
from the Point House down along the 
Sea Wall towards Woosung. This 
must be ouly taken in dry weather, for 
the long. grasses reach’ up to one’s 
knees, aud sometimes the little boys 
tie them together after they have seen 
the foreigner go down, in the hope of 
tripping him up as he comes back. 
But this is ouly playfulness, for the 
country people are everywhere as pleas- 
aut as possible. Still another very good 
walk in all weathers is on the top of 
the City Wall. ‘The entrance into 
the City, through either of the gates 
—the one at the end of the continuation 
of the Honan Road is the most char- 
acteristic—is very disagreeable, but 
directly one is on the wall, thiy is for- 
gotten, and on the west aud south sides 
of the City, it is really a pretty walk. 
Or a visit may be made to the Pagoda 
in a sampan, walking back by the paths 
to Sicawei, but this is more a jaunt for 
visitors than for residents in Shanghai, 

















THINGS IN PEKING. 
5th Nov. 
We know that nothing more has been 
done in Peking, and we judge that 
nothing more is to be done. ‘The for- 
eign Ministers have exhausted their 
energies for the time by sending in no 
less than three u/timata to the 'I'sungli 
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Yamén. But they remained through- 
out on the most friendly terms with the 
Yamén Ministers, and invited them to 
the Races aud drank champagne with 
them, and discussed the great camphor 
question in as amicable a spirit as if 
nothing whatever had happeued in the 
Yangtze valley or iu Manchuria. Unless 
another outbreak occurs, aud no one 
expects one before next spring, the 
foreign Ministers will be satisfied with 
the payment of au indemnity,and all will 
go on as before. Baron von Biegeleben, 
Minister for Austro-Hungary at ‘Tokio 
and Peking, was received in audience 
by the Emperor on the 27th ultimo in 
a new hall, arranged for the purpose, as 
promised by the ''sungli Yamén when 
the first audience was held at the New 
Year ; aud we shall soon hear of the 
reception of M. Lemaire aud Count 
Cassini. It would be interesting to 
kuow what has really been done beyond 
the smoothing over the surface ; the 
phenomena have been arrested for the 
time, but the causes of the riots have 
practically, so far as we know, been left 
untouched. 





THE SUNG DYNAS'TY. 
Sth Now. 

We make too much of the Ming dynasty. 
We talk of the dresses on the stage of 
Chinese theatres as those of the Ming 
period, but it would be better to speak 
of the dress of the Sung dynasty, for this 
is what the Chinese say themselves. 
‘Nhe Ming age was a period of inaction 
and want of national ambition and 
energy. ‘Ihe Chinese of that age suffer- 
ed themselves to be insulted by Japan, 
and inade no strenuous efforts to punish 
or bring to an end the many petty in- 
vasions to which the Chinese coast was 
subjected from the island empire. The 
government while occupying Peki 
the capital did not put out a strong 
hand to control Mongolia. Influence 
was thought enough without any firm 
holding of the reins of authority over 
the grass land. Manchurian” power 
was growing and China scarcely knew 
it. During the Ming dynasty few im- 
portant books appeared. Medicine and 
agriculture, however, were well repre- 
sented and astronomy improved under 
the guidance of the Jesuits. China 
was in the 16th century lying fallow 
for a time and recruiting after the ex- 
hausting civil wars which preceded, aud 
that recruiting time was necessary for 
the development of the empire of the 
present period, If we look: at all the 
salientfeaturesone after another, the per- 
sonal fame of the emperors, the increase 
of the population, the extent of colonis- 
ing energy, the appearance of important 
literary productions, and the succession 
of able writers, there is _no question of 
the superiority of China under the 
Manchus to China under the-Mings. 

But if we go back to the Sung 
dynasty there is a loftiness of ideal aim 
and a variety of development in the 
literature of that period which naturally 














It showed itself in great and in little 
things. In regard to philosophical 
books it is quite remarkable how one 
after the other eminent men appeared 
and left their mark on the age. It was 
indeed the Ming dynasty which settled 
what works should be used as text books 
in the examinati but Hung Wu and 
his successors simply followed Sung 
| dynasty guidance in their arrangements, 
and all the notes to the classics aud the 
texts themselves remained as they were. 
It was during the time of our Saxon, 
Norman aud Plantagenet kings, that 
China was growing in this way, aud 
that a succession of able writers appeared 
who rehabilitated history and philo- 
sophy, and gave the nation a new start 
according to the light that they then 
had. In history for instance it was 
felt that an abridgment was needed 
because every century for two thousand 
years past had made an addition of 
about ten thick volumes to the dynastic 
annals. 'This requires 200 lange volumes 
to be read in addition to the classi 
‘The greatest men of the Sung dyna 
Sz Ma-kwaug aud Chn Hi, compiled 
an abridgment to di h the labour, 
and supplied it with copious notes. 
They followed Confucius in exalting the 
moral part of the historian’s duty aud 
pointing out to the student the loss 
and gain to each dyuasty as they 
departed from or adhered to the pre- 
cepts of the ancient sages. ‘I'he political 
and legal development of China was at 
that time very remarkable. ‘This was 
shown by the toleration of the three 
national religions side by side and the 
growth of the modern Chinese law, In 
a despotic monarchy the law is made 
up of edicts, and the days of religious 
ersecution having passed and the 
Mohommedaus cowiug iuto the country 
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ing numbers, there was an increasing 
inilduess, aud air of paternity in the 
code. As in every country where one 
man rules, the idea of the “father 
and mother principle” as the priu- 
ciple professed in administering public 
affairs, grew stronger with time. But 
the penalties continued tu be severe 
and are so still, so much so that they 
cannot be and are not carried ont. It 
was then that Pao Wen-cheng or Pao 
Lung-tu obtained his great reputation 
for justice aud incorruptible integrity. 
Yo give realisation to the popular 
regard for this man, who died four 
years before the Norman Conquest, 
he was after his death made by the 
‘Taoists the judge of the fifth hall of 
judgment in the invisible world. 

It is a curious circumstance too, that 
the modern theatre should have taken 
its present form in the Sung dynasty. 
As carried on iu Taoist temples it is a 
sort of worship and the acting and 
the professed moral aim are intended 
to please the god of the temple. 
But the representation of moral play 
is also carried on in theatres in all 
large cities, and wuhappily immoral and 
corrupting plays are added to please the 
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Chinese theatre-goers. For it is much 
to be feared that the Chinese theatre 
caunot be kept moral long whatever is 
done to make it so. Modern Chinese 
music is of foreign origin as the seven 
note gamut in place of the five note 
gamut of aucient China clearly shows, 
land so the modern theatre must be 
viewed as of foreign origin too. An- 
other thing, bad enough in its results, 
which spread wide in the Sung dynasty 
was foot-binding. Properly it began in 
Kiangsu province in the tenth century, 
but it was under the new régime of the 
Snug that it was imitated through all 
the provinees, when after A.D. 960 
the empire was for a century and a haif 
an undivided monarchy ouce more. 

What then do we see in the Sung 
dyuasty of which the Chinese think so 
much? It was a time when the national 
| philosophy, though from our point of 
view very unsatisfactory, flourished 
greatly, and more so than it has done 
| since the Confucian age. ‘Che historians 
were more celebrated than any since the 
Han dynasty ; as a poet Su 'Tung-po only 
yields to Li Vai-pe and ‘lu Fu of the 
|‘Tang dynasty. In romance writing the 
Sung dynasty commenced the composi- 
tion of the novels which were completed 
in the Yuen and Ming dynasties. he 
amalgamation of other elements ' of 
thought animated the Chinese mind 
with new vigour, Buddhisin aud ‘Ta 
ism from within worked a change in the 
national thinking power, aud travellers 
from abroad brought in music, romance, 
the drama, aud mathematics from India 
and Persia. ‘Then the Mongols con- 
quered the country and were driven out 
by the Mings, when a reaction followed, 
‘The national’ mind sauk into quietude 
till the 17th century when it resumed 
its vigour, bat in uew directions of in- 
tellectual creativeness. It is now very 
unlike what it was in the Sung dynasty, 
but it is by uo means without evidence 
of the possession of creative vigour and 
sagacity, aud many of the new books 
will compare favourably in utility with 
those of the Sung dynasty. Nhe im- 
| provement is very decided. 

















THE IMPERIAL CHINESE 
RAILWAY. 

{ 6th Nov. 

| His Excellency the Viceroy of Chilli, 
‘Li Hung-chang, was at one time con- 
sidered the model of all that a high 
‘Chinese official should be, and the 
' Chinese Times, which had him constant- 
ly under its observation, used to give 
| him from time to time the most flatter- 
ing testimonials. Even before that ex- 
‘cellent. paper perished of a want of 
| appreciation—to the enduring grief of 
| all titose who took au interest in Chin- 
| ese polities—the praise of Li had begun 
to decline in the mouths of foreigners, 
| while we are confidently assured that 
| there is no name less dear to the Chin- 
‘ese public. But even those who throw 
most doubts on Li’s sincerity do not 
question his ability, aud he often shows 








renders the Chinese very proud of it. | disgustingly bad taste of too many of the | it in his management of the foreign 
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inventions that he has adopted. ‘The 
railway is one of these, and it is one 
that he has stuck to throngh all 
the opposition of the conservatives at 
Peking ; while he has seen the advan- 
tage of keeping foreiguers in control of 
‘it, even while the nominal directors 
‘have been Chinese. His latest decision, 
and a very sensible one, has been to 
appoint Mr. W. N. Pethick as practi- 
cally General Manager of the railway, 
though his official title is only Assistant 
Managing Director, and the appoint- 
ment should lead to a great improve- 
ment in the working of the line. Mr. 
Pethick has issued his first General 
Order “ to all employés of the Imperial 
Chinese Railway and China Railway 
Co.,” and he prefaces it with the in- 
structions received from the Viceroy. 
Tu these the Viceroy speaks of Mr 
Pethick as “of my Foreign Staff,” but 
he appears in the Directory as United 
States Vice~Consul and Interpreter, and 
these one would have thought were 
sometime:s rather incompatible positions; 
but it is essentially true in the micro- 
cosm of, 'Tientsin that “one man in his 
time plays many parts.” ‘The following 
are I.E, Li's instructions -— 


“Tt is hereby ordered that the Head 
offices of the Imperial Chinese Railway 
rad the China Railway Company be 
now consolidated and placed under a 
Managing Director and an Assistant 
Managing Director, whose  responsi- 
bilities shall be divided as follows:— 

“Receipts anddisbursements of money, 
employés in the finance department, 
and Chinese official correspondence and 
accounts, to be in charge of Yang 
‘Taotai, who shall prepare monthly state- 
ments of the accounts, 

“Mr, W.N, Pethick, of my Foreign 
staff, is appointed Assistant Managing 
Director of both lines, with full charge 
of the working staff at the stations, 
storehouses, wharves, ete. He is not 
to be concerned with finances, fiuance 
staff, secretaries’ staff, or relations with 
Chinese officials. He is to have control 
over stations, godowns, wharves, tele- 
graph offices, aud all interpreters, as- 
sistants, and workmen, both native and 
foreign, in the ordinary course of 
business. All stores of materials for 
both lines and their issue as required, 
shall likewise be in his charge. He 
will be required to frequently visit the 
stations, ete., and keep careful over- 
sight of them; he is to act justly in 
employing or discharging people as they 
may deserve, and see that every employé 
faithfully performs his duties, obeys 
rules, and practises economy ; and he 
is to be careful that native employés 
are properiy trained and disciplined, so 
that mistakes and malpractices may’ be 
prevented. 

“ Let those concerned carry out these 
orders thoroughly, and so justify hope 
for substantial improvement in the 
service. 

e Copies of this order will be sent to 
Tang aotai, Li Taotai, and General 
Chou, for their guidance.” 


It will be seen by these instructions 
that to Mr. Pethick is assigned the 
whole coutrol of the railway, except as 
far as regards the finauce department. 
“My special responsibility,” says- the 
General Order, “is the entire control of 
the working staff, and of the ordinary 
routine business of the whole line. This 
has been made by my superiors a sepa- 
rate department in order that one man 
may deal promptly with the numerous 
matiers affecting the staff constantly 
requiring attention.” It is one of the 
greatest curses of Chinese enterprises 
on a foreign model, one of the greatest 
obstacles to their practical and financial 
sucess, that any Chinaman who obtains 
a managerial position in thew, fills them 
with his relations, including quantities 
of that mysterious Chinese relation, the 
cousin-brother. In strictly Chinese en- 
terprises the rule is evidently observed 
that there should be no cats kept that 
do not catch mice; but the profits of 
‘a Chinese-foreign enterprise are sup- 
posed to be so elastic, that they will 
support all the relations of the 
directors. ‘I'he Viceroy Li then has 
done a thing which must be of great 
benefit to the railway, though it will 
probably offend mauy of his retainers, 
in putting the entire control of the 
native, as well as of the foreign, staf 
of the railway in Mr. Pethick’s hands, 
and from this alone there should be 
‘a great improvement in efficiency as 
well as economy. Mr. Pethick goes on 
to give his instructions to the staff 
under five heads; caution, diligence, 
honesty, courtesy, and obedience. Under 
head he says justly that “the 
important of all things is safety 
of life and property carried on the 
line,” and he lays it down that the first 
care of every employé must be to pre- 
vent danger, as the safety of all depends 
on the faithfulness of every man in the 
service. ‘Ihe Chinese, who are au ex- 
cessively careful people in the employ- 
ment of their money and means, have a 
strange recklessness in their daily work. 
They will smoke in a powder magazine, 
or stand on an inverted tub on a single 
trestle on the top of a high scaffold; and 
if this recklessness is found in railway 
employés, great disasters may be easily 
expected. It is to be hoped, therefore, 
that this inculcation of caution and fore- 
thought will be successful. Nor is it 
less necessary to inculcate diligence. 
Visitors to China are lost in admiration 
of the diligence of the Chinese, when 
they are working for themselves, but 
they find on a closer acquaintance that 
this diligence is rapidly relaxed when 

















must take advantage of his position to

Pethick adds: “It is intended to pay 
all employés adequate salaries, so that 
there will be no excuse for peculation, 
extortion, or bribery.” We may hope 
that he will succeed in preventing these 
abuses; but they are so recognised in 
the Chinese system as vices, not as 
crimes, and as venial vices, because 
universal, that it is almost impossible 
to get proof that they have been in- 
dulged in, The fourth paragraph in 
this Geuerat Order, that inculcating 
courtesy, might be sometimes promul- 
gated with advantage in the West, 
and it is really not often necessary 
to remind the Chinese of it, for it 
comes naturally to them. ‘I'here are 
railway officials in Europe, however, 
who might well be reminded sometimes 
that “the railway is for the public con- 
venience, and the good will of the public 
will be obtained by courteous treatment.” 
Obedience is the fifth virtue of the rail- 
way employé, and it is obviously a sine 
qué non. 

After these five injunctions, which 
have a delightfully practical ring when 
contrasted with the strings of moral 
platitudes that a Chinese mandarin 
would enunciate solemnly in a similar 
proclamation, comes the following 
paragraph, which it is to be hoped the 
employés of the railway will take to 
heart :-— 

“Task all employés, high or low, to 
given heed to these matters, and thus 
contribute to the success and good re- 
pute of the service. I shall take pains 
to know personally every member of the 
service and how he performs his duties. 
I shall take pleasure in rewarding those 
who exert themselves, and will certainly 
dismiss or have otherwise punished 
those unworthy of confidence. Bad 
conduct or neglect of duty will not be 
overlooked. All should reflect that they 
are serving the country in an important 
new enterprise which will benefit Gov- 
ernment and people if successful. If 
each does his duty success will be 
certain.”

Western Powers—are hound to take the en- 
forcing of them into oar own hands, It is 
sutisfactory to know that this principle has 
been accepted by the four nations. It may 
very well he that in some cases more will be 
necessary thun the mere presence of the 
vessels." But if they are compelled to appeal 
to force it will not be te Western Powers 
that will be to blame, No one understands 
better than the Chinese authorities the mean- 
ing of treaties and the obligation which lies 
upon a Government to keep order and to 
observe its engagements; und if reiterated 
uppeals to do this prove useless, if weakuess, 
oF luziness, or corruption prevent any atten 
tion being’ paid to such demands, the Powers 
must take the matter into their own hands, 
But we are convinced that the best way to 
make any extreme steps unnecessary will be 
for then to show by their united and active 
procedure that there are no divisions among 
them, and that the temporary alliance in the 
interests of order and protection is one whieh 
can be acted upon to the fullest extent, 

The fe ng of impatience is deepened, says 
the Chronile, by au ixrepressible suspicion 
that the Government weakness is more ap- 
parent than real, and is rather an indication 
of veritable sympathy with the truculent 

ers and their evil doings But, however 
natural this suspicion may be, it is after all 
only a suspicion, and it would be a serious 
stake to allow it to nttain sue force as to 
precipitate hostile action. Against any such 
active hostility Chinese diplomatists are now 
exerting themselves, with energy and per 
severance in England and on the Continent 
‘There may be local officials who have not 
attended to their instructions as they ought 
tw have done ; but these, Chinese diploma: 
tists assure us, will yet beseverely dealt with 
for their remissness. This plea, it must be 
admitted, is a palpable confession of weak- 
ess. But the question for Europe to consider 
is whether a warlike demonstration would 
not make matters worse. We cannot say that 
there is no justitication for such a step ; but 

it is to be hoped that great caution e 
observed in currying it out. A slight mistake 

might lead to disastrous results, We should

Reports come from various parts of the 
province that the full crops will average 
well. A letter from Hungtunghien says : 
“The drought has happily terminated and 
the plain will be able to give the usual 
autumn crops. In the hills, however, 
much distress is feared in the winter.” On 
the whole, the outliok for the people is 
about as encouraging now as it is in other 
years at this time. 

Tt is said that the magistrates of the 
province are taking pains to observe the 
imperial edict with reference to the protec- 
tion. of foreigners.

WESTERN SHANTUNG. 


A great movement of grain is taking 
place from this province and from the 
eastern part of Chihli, toward the west of 
the latterprovince, where the cropsthrough- 
out a large area were an almost total failure, 
‘The sanie appears to have been true of 
parts of Shansi, but although there is some 
communication back and forth, there is 
very little accurate knowledge of the con- 
dition of mutters beyond the mountains, 
and that little is brought chiefly by labourers 
who roam about trying to make a living 
somewhere. 

One of the many streams which empties 
into the Peiho at ‘Tientsin is known 
as the Hsiahsi-ho, having its rise in the 
mountains separating Chihli from Shansi. 
Owing to the slight rain-fall this stream 
has Goon inaccessible to boske part 
of the presont season, and it is always 
one of the most untrustworthy of the 
many smaller water-ways of the pro- 
vince. ‘This is due in part to the custom of 
damming the upper portion of the river, 
for the purposes of irrigation, There is 
large number of locks in the river, and a 
groat many.channels running at right anglos 
to the general direction of the stream, 
which is from south-west to north-east. 
‘The prefecture of Shunteh Fu is largely 
irrigated by thin river, and aa long as there 
is any water at all, it is turned on the fields. 
‘This is all done according to a plan which 
seems to have been of very ancient adop- 
tion, and some of the cross channel 
which absorb the water are said to be as 
much as thirty miles long, so that it is not 
strange that in a dry year, like 1878, there 
is not only no water left for the river be- 
low, but wells sunk in the river-bed failed 
to reach water. As between agriculture 
and commerce, the interests of agriculture 
have the decided preference. It is said 
that the tax for the use of this water is 
very light, amounting to less than two 
nts a mow, but the system of operation 
is not well understood by outsiders. ‘The 
main fact is that the districts which are 
most benefited always have crops, 
and it isa proverb that ** Nan ho and Jen- 
hsien do not ask any favours of heaven,” 
for to the Chinese mind, water which 
comes from the Shansi hills is not to be 
credited to ‘Heaven.’ It seems to be

moon. It happens that this particular 
river is the only practicable outlet for the 
output of vast numbers of kilns in the 
‘Tz‘uchou district, where coarse pottery and 
water-jars are made in immense quantities. 
But the export of these wares is much 
hindered by the lack of water in the river, 
‘so that wheelbarrows are used for trans- 
portation, rendering the price of the goods 
relatively high. Of late years a formidable 
rival of the Tz-uchou (P*engch‘eng) water- 
jars, has appeared in those made at K‘ai- 
p'ing along the line of the railway, but 
these jars although much cheaper, are not so 
durable as those from P‘engch‘eng. The 
condition of things along the upper part of 
this little stream is very interesting, and 
offers perhaps a hint of a way by which, 
with the co-operation of western scientific 
engineering, Chinese rivers might be made 
useful in a double way, both as channels of 
commerce and as irrigants, which at present 
very few of them are. In the Shunteh Fu 
refecture, the use of the water is much 
facilitated by the fact that the river bed is 
much higher than the adjoining farming 
and, If some such system could be ape 
plied to the Hut‘o (often called the P'u- 
t'ao or Grape river) enormous misery might 
be prevented. The proverbial conservatism 
of the Chinese is perhaps least manifested 
in the readiness to introduce new articles 
of cultivation. In the wide regions which 
have at different times been devastated 
by the Yellow River either in its pre- 
sent or some former channel, the soil 
is very sandy, and produces but little grain, 
But for such land peanuts are just the 
thing, and the cultivation of this root, which 
appears to have been unknown about here 
generation or twoago, is widely extending 
every year. In some places where it has not. 
yet been planted three years, it has become 
a staple, being valued chiefly for its large 
supply of oil, and incidentally as an edible, 
‘The huge California peanut has been lately 
introduced in some localities, and for roast- 
ing is much more salable than the puny 
kernels of its predecessor, but asa yielder of 
tis alloged to be relatively an egregious 
failure. It appears to be a general rule 
that foreign seeds which grow well in 
Chinese soil, are ultimately disappointing 
as the tendency is to yield fine large 
leaves, and much less fruit than the native 
plants. The only way is constantly to 
renew the seeds, which for most Chinese 
farmers is obviously out of the question. 
An even greater difficulty besets the in- 
troduction of western farming methods. 
‘The writer is acquainted with a farmer in 
central Chihli who imported a foreign 
plough at an expense of about $20, only to 
find (as alleged) that his animals could not 
possibly drag it, and it now lies idle,an ex- 
pensiveanduselessornament, and a warning 
to all future rash attempts to ‘conform to 
foreign customs.’ Rains more numerous 
than in ordinary yeard at this season pro- 
mise well for the next year's wheat crop. 
Very few people in this part of the country 
have learned what is going on at the south, 
and Shanghai might be not only captured, 
but carried off to foreign parts there to 
remain, for all that the bulk of the rural 
inhabitants of our neighbourhood would 
know (or care).

constructor of such » bridge was the man he 
wanted, and he comme uae ave him the 
contract for the forts around Makong. ‘Not 
only did this very clever man build them, 
but he intr:duced the novelty of building 
them on top of the hills in such a way that 
he could turn the guns right round all the 
360° of the circle. But the breastwork, 
or whatever you call the wall in front, is 80 
far away from the guns, that it is really no 
protection for the men, and this is not the 
worst feature of those furts, At the first 
discharge with a shell from one of the 43- 
ton guns, the whole foundation collapsed 
and made the gun useless for some time to 
come. 

The Hobé fort is built on a different prit 
ciple entirely. If the ery 
too little, the Hobé fort has, I believe, a 
good deal tuo much protection. When the 
military instructor, Lieut. Hecht, the 
other day went over to inspect this fort 
and try the guns, I heard that the fort 
was built in such a way that the guns 
could only be directed at pcints several 
miles to sea. When the designer was 
expostulated with about this, the avswer 
was that the late Governor always said 
that the main point in building a fort 
was to make it in euch a way that nobody 
could see the defenders, Now'I hear that

In 
consideration of the distress on account 
of Hoods Vast year, orders were issued by 
the Throne prohibiting for the space of 
one yerw the distilling of spirits, a measure 
chatocteristically illustrative of the tender 
care with which the Court attends to the 
least of the people’s wants. Memorialist 
is however grieved to learn that notwith- 
standing the fact of the bad harvests, a 
highly placed personage under the Mongo- 
lian Superintendency namely the prince 
of the Aokhun tribe Tamulin Darge did in 
the first moon of the present year open at 
Halatuha, in the Chiench‘aug district, 
Ieho, two illicit distilleries without duly 
registering them and paying the proper 
fees. Also that he surreptitiously pur- 
chased grain stored in the Ch‘angping 
grauary and presuming on his position 
compelled the poorer classes to sell him 
grain with the result that they suffered 
grievously and lodged numerous com- 
plaints at the office of the leutenant- 
governor as well as with the local autho- 
Tities, but the latter, overawed by his 
rank, declined to move in the matter. 
Memorialist is further informed that it is 
his intention to open more of such distil- 
leries in the neighourhood and that he has 
spplied to the Colonial office for an advance 
of 

n 














is salary in order that he may have the 
Capital to carry out his project. 

It would accordingly be advisable to at 
once direct the Superintendency to make 
a strict investigation into the matter and 
order him to abandon such designs. 
‘The second memorial of the same Garette 
is one from the Mongolian Superintend- 
ency acknowledging instructions issued in 
the sense indicated in the preceding docu- 
ment and stating that as regards the 
majority of the charges brought by the 
censor against the prince, the office isnot 
in position to report and that it would be 
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advisable to instruct the military lieuten- 
ant-governor of Jeho to make minute en- 

uiry into the matter. With reference to 
the statement that the prince applied to 
the Superintendency for an advance of 
salary to enable him to establish more 
distilleries,the office would remark that last 
year representations were received from 
him in which he stated that his ancestral 
tombs were sadly out of repair and that he 
would like an advance of five years’ salary 
wherewith to put them in order. As at 
the time funds were urgently required for 
other and more pressing purposes, his 
request was not entertained. 

‘The Gazette of the 11th contains the 
reply of the lieutenant-yovernor of Jeho in 
response to instructions directing him to 
enquire into the matter. He states that 
he at once placed himself in communication 
with the acting Jeho Taotai and as a result 
of their consultations they appointed two 
weiynans to institute secret enquiries as 
to the truth of the churges brought by the 
Censor. ‘These officers now report that 
as regards the charges in the original 
memorial from the words “a highly 
pluced personage” down to * in the neigh- 
Fourhood” they have to point out that no 
such place as Halatuha exists in the Chien- 
ch‘ang district, and that on the official 
register which’ contains the names of 
fifty-one distilleries, there is no mention of 
any such locality. ‘They however discover. 
ed that at a place called Siaohalataok‘ou 
there is «distillery ‘Pao Ho Yung” late 
“ Yung Sheng Kuang” which was establish- 
ed somie three years ago by a Lama official 
of the Aokhan tribe Pao Cha-fu who also re- 
gistered it and paid the tax. They further 
fourned that’ there is another distillery 
* Pao Chiian Yung" formerly“ Chang, 
Sheng Tung” established at Yu itenkao 
which originally belonged to aman. named 
Chao Shu-fang but was closed in the 1th 
moon of last year and nide over to the 
Aokhan tribe in liquidation of x debt. On 
mnaking minuter secret enquiry they were 
tmanimously informed by the people on the 
spat that the Pao Ho Yung” distillery was 
the property of « Lama official Pao Cha-pu, 
own brother to the prince, and that the 
other estublishment had been accepted by 
his mother Yit Fau-shih in settlement of 
1 she had against the original pro- 
pritor. Tt was however ascertained that 
the prince himself had no share in these 
establishments. A visit to the Ch‘angping 
granary showed that he had likewise never 
Bought grain there and a search amongst 
the archives of the offices of the local 
authorities proved the statement of the 
Censor that the people had lodged com- 
plaints against him to be inaccurate. 

On a reference of this report being made 
to the Chief of the League, its accuracy 
was confirmed in every particular. 

Memorialist would ‘observe with regard 
to this case that although it has been 
roved that the prince himself had no 
hand in the establishment of these dis- 
tillerios, still the fact that his near relatives 
are so closely connected therewith shows 
that the Censor did not move in the matter 
without some reason, As the prince and 
his brother are Mongols far removed from 
the pale of civilisation and ignorant of 
rules and regulations i will be sufisient 
to instruct them to at once close these 
distilleries. The local authorities have 
been directed to keep a strict control 
over the distilleries altendy in existence 
and to furnish periodical reports thereon.

for some years out of Italy. 

Te is laudable of the Spanish Govermnent 
at once to take decisive action to help the 
survivors of the terrible series of catastrophes 
the waters have wrought, and it is to be hoped 
that the charity of all the world will low out 
to the sufferers; but to prevent future dis- 
aster is quite possible, given the necessary 
industry, energy, and perseverance, but only 
in one way.

of the province false rumours were subse- 
quently widely circulated and anonyme 
placards made their appenrauce.” ‘Thus 
those two grent officinls ascribe the riots to 
the circulation of anonyn placards and 
the fabricvtion of baseless rumours ; and 
this ia exactly what 1 have been doing 
from the beginning. Everywhere Chou 
Han’s placards and pamphlets have been 
circulated, and everywhere they have 
produced the sume effuct.

THE GREAT BARTHQUAKE IN 
JAPAN. 

The Kobe papers received on Tuesday 
contain some account of the disasters caused 
by the earthquake of the 28th ult, in Kobe 
aid Osaka, but at the Intest date received 
the vast extent of the earthquake was not 
even surmised. The severest sliock was 
felt at about 6.40a.m, on the 28th. In 
Kobe a lnrge number of chimneys fell, and 
walls were cracked, while the curio and 
crockery shops suffered ccnsiderably fron 

._ ‘he most serious personal in- 
cident in Kobe (we condense these parti- 
culars from the Hiogo News) was the case 
of w Jandy on the hill, the shock producing 
premature confinement, and consequent 
Goath of the child, Several foreign houses 
were seriously injured, and the shock was 
felt on board vessels ‘in the harbour as 
also by the passengers on the Saikio Murn 
ou their way down from Yokohama, ‘The 
Nuniwa Mill collapsed xt Osaka, killing 30 
people, and seriously injuring a much Inrger 
pumber. The cook of the English engineer 
and his wife were killed, and the engineer 
elf escaped by 20 seconds. Great 
injury was done to houses on the conceasion 
at Osaka, the Bishop of Exeter and i 
wife, who were staying with Archdeacon 
‘ren, just escaping a falling chimney. 
Some other mills suffered severely, and 
afew more lives were lost in Osaka, At 








































Kioto the houses were severely shaken, 
and some chimney eaps and cornices fell 
‘at the foreign houses, but no serious 
done, though some of the 
suffered.

afoot to a foot and a half, while several 
fissures opened in the ground, out of which 
muddy water and saud rushed to the height 
of two feet. He tasted the water, which 
was of u brackish nature. ‘The village was 
very badly served. At Oguki and Gifu, 
both of which had many houses destroyed, 
fires broke out, and the conflagration could 
be sven as fur as Tarui, beyond which he 
could not proceed, as the officials informed 
him that the iron bridge over the Nagara- 
gawa was broken for u distance of 300 feet. 
‘This bridge was one of the strongest. built 
in the country. It is rumoured that Oguki 
was nll destroyed except the Castle. The

station, and all the other houses are 
destroyed. The fire was still burning on 
the morning of the 29h, ‘The number of 
the dead and injured is not yet.

"The telegram received at the Govern- 
ment Railways fron Mr. Io 
Nazoyn, dated October 29th at midnight, 
says that the fire is still burning, and the 
houses burnt are estimated at over 10,000, 
and there is a fear of the Railway Station 
being burnt.

It appears 
now that the leaders escaped to the nioun 
tains and defied all efforts to capture 
them. On the 18th instant, Admiral Peng, 
of Amoy, received « comuiunication from 
General Shén, of Chienchow, begging 
for reinforcements, as all the xvailuble 
troops stationed in Chienchow had again 
been sent tu Tehbua to oppose the insurgent 
leader Chén, who had made his appearence 
ouce more with an overwhelming force from 
themountains. Admiral Péngatuncedespat- 
ched 500 marines on board the guuboat 
Chinyuen for Chieuchow, while Tavtai Wu 
proceeded to Yungchuan with 200 men of 
the rifle brigade to make u flauk movement 
against the insurgents. 

‘The Romau Catholic claim 
the Wahu riot hav eg 
tween the Shangl d the French 
Consul-General, M. Wagner. A definite 
agreement was come to ou the 20th instant 
as follows :— 

1.—The sum of 123,564 taels will be 
paid as compensation for damage done. 

2.—A wall is to be built to enchse 
the piece of ground, known as Pakoting 
A, vext to and north of the Roman 
Catholic Church, by the Chinese local 
authorities, and ‘is to be guarded against 
people damaging it and trespassing inside 
at

3.—If the Catholicn desire tu purchase 
this hillock the uative authorities are to be 
consulted, and the people are to be sum- 
| moned to give their opinion ; and if, they 
are willing, the sale can be coucluded. The 
compensation money is to be transmitted 
‘to Shanghai and there handed over. 
| ‘The agreement is written in both Chinese 
\and French. The Taotai signed aud sealed 
}it on behalf of the Nanking Viceroy and 
the Governor of Auvui. It also beats the 
signature and seal of the Freneh Consul- 
General and is forwarded to Wuhu by the 
teamer Fulioy, It is said that the wall is 
being built to surround the Pakoting 
| ground to # height of 12 feet. 

While the Jeho district prison was bei ig 
repaired, three prisoners, awaiting trial 
at the autumnal assizes ‘on charges of 
robbery with violence, made a dash for 
liberty, One of them was exptured by a 
woman and er son, while attempting to 
swim across the Chientang river. The 
woman and her son received $100 as 
reward, $2,000 are offered for the appre- 
hehsion of the other two, whe are at large, 
All the ferries are now stopped. 

HE. Shao Yii-lien will, when he arrvies, 
take up his quarters in the Pao Yuen- 
chang buildings in Kiukiang Road. 

‘The Ankinng district of Hingan prefecture 
in Sheusi is suffering from heavy aud con- 
tinued rains. All the erups are destroyed 
and a number of villages ate flooded to the 
depth of several feet. ‘Thousands of poor 
peuple are rendered howeless, with no 
prospect of living through the winter, ‘he 
authorities are doing their best for the 
sufferers, and the Governor has seut in a 
memorial praying for a remission of tithes 
and for funds to succour the destitute. 

Tuside the west gute of the district city 
of Shanshan, near Canton, « small Govern- 
ment power magazine was situated, on top 
of a small hill about 100 feet in ‘height. 
On the 18th inst. the powder exploded 
with great violence and entirely destroyed 
the building. All fourteen guards were 
Killed, and” their rewsing, charred and 
horribly mutilated, were’ scattered in 
every direction over several Ui. A great 
numbers of houses were utterly demoli- 
shed and hundreds of people were more 
or less injured. It is said that tho 
explosion originated from a hot cinder 
being carelessly dropped into a powder 
Six tonsof powder, buried under the 

fortunately did uot explode, or 
the calamity would have been much greater. 
‘Three years ago slight accident occurred in 
the same magazine, scorching and wounding 
three mon ; and the nuthorities then decid- 
ed to remove it to some less populous place 
outside the city, but nothing was actually 
done. It ie hoped that this catastrophe 
will be sufficient to make the authorities 
carry out their most excellent intention 
formed three years ago, 

Tho recent flight of gentry with their 
families on account of the Kolao scare has 
been excused by a wag as follows: * What 
‘can one expect of the gentry when the fi 
French gun started the generalissimo of 
the Chinese army and navy to his feet, and 
he never stopped running ‘until he rexched 
his place of exile 

The new dock at the Foochow Arsenal 
was lately opened, but there was an in- 
sufficiency of workmen, The deputy accord- 
ingly tested the 500cvvlies seeking entrance, 
Of the 500 only about 60 were able to lift 
8 300 catty atone and vbtain employment. 

‘The Foochow people seem to befrightened 
at the slightest occurrence. 4 government 
gunboat brought in sume guns of large 
calibre and the Fouchow Viceroy despatched 
some soldiers to assist at the landing. 
Dame Rumour at once flew about with her 
busy tongue and caused a fright which 
lasted two day 

Mr. Chén Kin-lung, or rather his hosd, 
will take a trip to Chinkiang to enjoy the 
sights and be enjoyed by the multitude for

that date the firm had on several « ccasi 
| utilised for its own purposes funds belong. 
ing to the Gas Company, that he found 
| himself obliged to continue in this course 
| by the repeated promises of M. Gerard 
j Nuchtrieb, the aole partner iu the Gar, to 
| send the money necessary to balance the 
Gas Company's account, “Fournel further 
| urges that he repeatedly and strongly urged 
M. Nachtrieb to allow him to leave the 
| firm, at the same time drawing attention 
to the difficulties he had to contend agai 
and the dangers uf the situation ; that his 
wle object in continuing the falsifications, 
‘by which he has not personally protited, 
| was to wait until the time when, either by 
‘means of a remittance of funds or by an 
improvement in the business of the house, 
he would be able to make good the deficit 
and safeguard the interests of the Gas 
| Company. All these allegations are more 
| or less confirmed by the correspontence 
between Fournel and Nachtrieb aud by 
the evidence, aud they are therefore to be 
taken into consideration together with the 
fact that Fournel, when he took the 
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‘management of the firm, was only 25 years 
of age and had not the necessary ex- 
perience. 

However, it is shown by the expert's 
report that! on Jan. 21st, 1887, in conse- 
quence of reimbursements which had been 
made, the entries in the Gas Company's 
books were correct, and that all the amounts 
held on behalf of the Company had been 
carried to its credit ; aud that the deficits, 
incressing from year tu year, and the sub- 
sequent defalcatious are attributable to 
Fouruel, who might have avoided resum- 
the fraudulent tactics which were 
adopted before he became manager, and 
the gravity of which he himself has not 
endeavoured to conceal. Admitting as he 
does the existence of a deficit, more or less 
large, in the intentionally falsitied buoks, 
it was his plain duty not to accept the 
position which would’ devolve upow him ; 
and the position in which he eventually 
found himself was the result of his own 
acts. There is nothing in the correspund- 
ence, which contains constant allusions to 
the financial embarassments of the firm, to 
show that Fournel was ever impressed’ by 
the unlawful nature of his fraudulent acts. 
He is not justified in saying that he has 
derived no protit from the embezzlement, 
seeing that he has retained in five years 
the sum of ‘Tis. 10,000 as salary, not 
to mention advances’ amounting to’ Tis, 
1,538.50 made by him to his employé 
Moulron out of the funds which he had 
under his control ; and also seeing that as 
head of the firun, which he only kept alive 
by illicit means, he enjoyed a certain situa- 
tion in Shanghai, as ayent of the Gas Com 
pany and as « Municipal Councillor, While 
it is true that Fournel’s persoval expenses 
have goue on diminishing year by yeur, this 
is explained by the increasing difficulty of 
find’ avy kind, for in 1887 

uation of the fiw. was not appreciably 
better than in the following yeara, wud 
moreover, during that same year Fournel 
debited himself with UIs, 8,119.21, a larger 
sun than his salary, After several months 
of mausgemont Fournel ought to have 
pliced ne further reliance on the vague 
promises made him by M. Nachtrieb— 
promises which had uo more solid fou 
ion than abselutely chimerical combi 
us of circumetances and commerci 
dodges, as is shown by the curresponde 
Under’ these circumstances, Fournel_ was 
absolved of: all obligation towards Nach- 
trieb or the frm Of Schéuhard & Cu. 


‘The offence of an abuse uf confidence 
having been: proved against Fournel, we 
come tothe consideration of Articles 408 
and 406 of the Penal Code. Article 408 is 
1s follows: —" Whoever shall have spent or 
emberzled,.to the prejudice of the proptie- 
tor, poseesaors oF holders, of effects funds, 
goods. notes, receipts or other documents 
containing an obligation ordischarye, except 
for right of letting, eto.  . . shall be liable 
to the punishment specified in Article 406.” 
In Article 406 the punishment is ntated as 
imprisonment for not less than two mouths 
or more than two years and a five not 
excoedingone-fourth of the loss and damages 
due to the injured parties, and not less 
than 25fr. ‘The Consul accordingly con- 
demns M. Fournel to six months’ impri- 
sonment and a fine of 200fr., aud to pay 
the custe, fixed at 341fr. 

With regard to the civil suit, it appears 
that the sums embezzled were employed in 
the business of Schéuhard & Co., in which 
Nachtrieb was the sole partner, that 
Fournel’s receipts did not exceed the 
annual salary allowed him, and that he 
was Nachtrieb's creditor.’ The Consul 
therefore disinisses the civil action ayainst 
Fournel, reserving to the plaintiffs all 
rights which they may have agninst Gérard 
Nachtrieb or the firm of Schonhard & Ci 
to recover damages and the reimb 
meut of the sums improperly appropriated 
of which the total ix valued ut ‘Tis, 
15,311.61, a figure subject to modification

‘As to Fournel’s application to receive 
the benefit of the law of March 26, 1891, 
Article 1 is as follows: “Iu the case of 
condemnation to imprisonment or fine, 
when the accused has not previously been 
sentenced to imprisonment for any crime 
or offence against common rights, courts 
and tribunals may order in the same judg- 
mentthathe be permitted not to undergo the 
punishment.” As Fournel has never pre- 
viously been sentenced, aud as the Court 
may fairly take into ‘consideration the 
situation in which he found himself and 
the influence which Nachtrieb lad over 
him, it is ordered that he be relevsed from 
the punishment to which he has been cou. 
Gemned, but he is warned that it will im- 
mediately fall upon him in addition to th 
punishment for any second offence, should 
he be guilty of any such second’ offence

PIHOB GOODS.—The tusk of the chronicler of this market. grows hariler ani harder week by week, for during the interval, since the 
iraue ofthe last Report, business hus come almost toa deat stop, ‘True, the Race holidays may have had some influence in producing 
this effect, for both Importers and natives seem to have taken the opportunity of diverting their minds from the worries of business, 
and enjoyed the four day: e from the care and anxiety of watching the gradual shrinkage of the festive fae/! In response 
to the advices of cheaper Bitver, Exchange opens to-day ga. below the quotations current before the Banks closed on 3tst ult. and has 
every appearance of declining’still further. What little demand there is has been amply supplied by the uswal auctions, which, 
owinig to somewhat reduced quantities of Cotton Goods offered, show w slight improvement, but Woollen« continue to decline, Privately 
next to nothing has been done. ‘The dealersare beginning to nibble, but as yet do not offer sufficiently tempting prices to lead to business, 
ag Importers naturally decline to sell at previous rates in face of the big drop in Exchange, and the sinall quantities asked for. It 
would appear that confidence is gradually returning, encouraged by the continued quietness, and the inaction of the Foreign Powers ; 
Dut meanwhile we are within measurable distance of the closing of the Northern Ports, Newchwang having been visited with sharp frost 
ten days ago, so there is not much time left for laying in the winter supplies. 

It is satisfactory to see that the export from Manchester continues moderate, it being for last month 25 million yards of Plain 
Cottons to Hongkong and China, though under the circumstances it is quite sufficient. Yarn to Hongkong was 300 bales, and to Shanghai 
200 bales—the total, including ‘Japan, being 2,000 bales. Cotton is cheaper again, and the Manchester market is weak and lower, there 
being very little demand.
